Thousands upon thou- 
sands greeted him when he landed at 
the Battery. 
In an open carriage he 


joined the great procession to St. Pat- 
rick's, and saw the city, decked in pa- 
pal colors as never before. The cathe- 
dral had been strung with ribbons of 
electric lights which were illuminated 
every night for 30 nights after his re- 
turn. And for 10 days the ovation to 
tho new cardinal continued in many 
forms, including a great public dem- 
onstration at the Hippodrome and a 
dinner at 
which 
Cardinal 
Farley 


heard his Protestant brethren pay him 
tribute, and heard a Jewish rabbi pro- 
nounce a benediction, rejoicing 
that 


the days o£ bigotry were, over. 


Having accepted these signal honors. 


Cardinal Parley returned to the gen- 
erally simple habits of life and the ex- 
acting duties which were still his as 
archbishop of New York. In this ca- 
pacity he had already 
made himself 


one of the most influential and popu- 
lar religious leaders of the city. All 
of his ecclesiastical life, with the ex- 
ception of his pilgrimages to 
Kome, 


was spent in New York. 


He was born April 20. 1S42, at New- 


ton Hamilton County. Armagh, Ire- 
land, the son o£ Philip and Catherine 
(Murphy) Farley. 
His father was an 


inn-keeper. Both parents died when 
tho boy was 7 years old, and ha was 
left largely to make his own way. He 
succeeded in getting a fair education 
at St. Maeartan's, a college 
in the 


neighborhood of his 
home, 
and 
he 


proved to be not only a brilliant stu- 
dent but a. popular one, for he 
was 


known as the comedian of his class 
and a. peace-maker among his fellows. 


Through the auspices of an uncle, he 


came to New York and continued for 
education at St. John's college, Ford- 
liam, and at St. Joseph's seminary at 
Troy, N. Y. Four more years he spent 
at the American college in Rome, It- 
aly, 
and was ordained as 
a 
priest 


there, June 11, 1S70. 


Returning to this country, he spent 


the first two years alter his ordination 
as assistant rector of St. Peter's, at 
New Brighton, Staten Island, in New 
York harbor. The vigor and ability he 
displayed in this, his first work, 
at- 


tracted the attention of Cardinal Arch- 
bishop McCloskey and he engaged him 
as his secretary. 
The young Father 


Farley held this post for 12 years, al- 
most up to the time of the cardinal's 
death. This secretarial intimacy with 
the first American to be elevated to 
the cardinalate had a great 
influence 


on Father Farley. He imbibed much of 
the gentleness of spirit and plain hab- 
its o£ life which were characteristic of 
his superior, anfl after Cardinal 
Mc- 


Closkey's death he eulogized him in a 
story of his life. 


While serving under Cardinal Mc- 


Closkey, Father Farley was also rec- 
tor of St. Gabriel's, a populous and 
poor parish on the East Side of New 
York, where a priest's life was one of 
constant toil nnd not a little hardship. 
In that parish he showed himself ca- 
pable of the greatest sacrifices for his 
people. He was a great friend oC the 
poor, and it 'became a neighborhood 
saying that no man ever went hungry 
if Father Farley knew it. 


In 1SS4 Pope Leo XIII. appointed him 


a private chamberlain, and 
his 
title 


then became monsignor. 
In 1S91 he 


was appointed 
vicar-general 
of 
the 


archdiocese of New York, in 1392 do- 
mestic prelate of Pope Leo; in 1S95 
apostolic prothonotary, and in thesamfc 
year auxiliary bishop under Archbish 
op Corrigan of Xew York.

capacity Bishop Farley took upon him 
self a great burden of the work i

PRESIDENT WILSON'S REPLY 
It did not take Pres. Wilson very 


long to give his reply to the appeal 
trom Austria for a peace parley. With- 


"'in 30 minutes after receiving the note, 


jtha 
president had dictated a reply 


•which may servo not o::!y ior the 
United States, but for our European 
alUes. 


The substance of the reply is, that 


the terriis upon which the United 
States would consider peace and en- 
tertain a proposal for a conference, 
have been stated so plainly and so 
often, that there can be no misunder- 
standing them. Prom the position thus 
taken tho government refuses to re- 
cede In the slightest degree. 


This is a terse reply, but it is the 


only one the United States could hon- 
orably make to the insidious peace 
offensive, coming from Germany with 
Austria as the mouthpiece. 
The 


promptness with which President Wil- 
son replied to the note, indicates how 
fixed is his determination that this 
•war shall end as he has stated in his 
various speeches and in documents 
setting forth our aims in the war. The 
fact that German power is waning and 
that every indication points to final 
and triumphant victory for the allies, 
does not oft'er any reason why we 
should yield to the treacherous appeals 
coming from a power that has commit- 
ted so many heinous crimes against 
.civilization and humanity. 


Germany indeed would consider it a 


great diplomatic victory, if by any 
fugling policy she could curb tho. al- 
lies in their onward march toward 
Berlin and thus give her an opportun- 
ity to exploit Russia with the certain- 
,ty of bringing on .another war in the 
future to extend her .control and her 
power to the Persian gulf or perhaps 
to India. 
She would be satisfied, i£ 


she could maintain her hold on Russia 
•with its vast man power and unlim- 
ited resources. But her peace drives 
like her military drives against Paris 
and tho British channel will fail ut- 
terly inasmuch as the entente allies 
are In full accord with President Wil- 
son in rejecting absolutely this over- 
ture for a. peace conference. 


Germany, 
doubtless, foresees 
the 


overthrow of the Bolshevik regime 'in 
Russia -which she had financed to the 
extent of at least $25,000,000. If she 
had her way she would soon displace 
Trotzky and Lenine, who are merely 
•temporary agents, by a prince of the 
. Hohenzollern dynasty so that another 
Russian empire even more tyrannical 
than that of the late czar would be 
evolved from the present chaotic state 
of affairs. ' 


There are now more reasons than 


ever why there should be no compro- 
mise with the enemy and President 
Wilson's prompt reply has emphasized 
that fact. 


President Wilson iu his speech at 


ML Vernon on July 4, save a resume 
of the conditions which would be ac- 
ceptable to the United States as a 
"basis of peace. To summarize his main 
points on that occasion, they required 
first of all the destruction of every 
arbitrary power that can separately, 
secretly and of its own choice, disturb 
the peace of the world. If such power 
cannot be presently destroyed it must 
at least be reduced to a condition of 
virtual impotence. The second condi- 
tion requires that the settlement of 


, territorial, dynastic or economic ques- 


tions shall be upon the basis of the 
free acceptance of that settlement by 
the people immediately concerned and 
not on the material interest or advan- 
tage of any other people seeking to 
assume dictatorial powers. His thirc 
condition was the consent of all na- 
tions to be governed in their conduct 
towards one another by the same prin- 
ciples of honor and respect that govern 
the individual citizens, and that no 
private plots or conspiracies shall bo 
maintained to the injury of any other 
parties concerned. Finally, he woulc 
favor the establishment of an organ 
ization for the maintenance of inter- 
national peace sustained by the com 
tined power of free nations, to check 
every invasion of right and to which 
every international dispute should b< 
submitted 
for 
adjustment. 
These 


points arp. the fundamentals of Presi 
dent Wilson's ideals of what annul, 
constitute 
the real basis of lasting 


"peace. 


Senator Lodge has recently given ou 


a statement of the terms of peace a: 
lie views them and they are in th. 
main in accord with the views of Pres 
ident Wilson though in some point 
specific. 
His first condition is that 


Germany must he reduced to a cun- 
dition wherein by no possibility can 
she precipitate another war of con- 
quest with all its attendant horrors 
upon an tmoffendinR world. He would 
have Belgium restored to complete in- 
dependence; the provinces of Alsace 
and Lorraine restored to France, and 
to Italy those areas outside her borders 
where the Italian race is predominant. 
Including Trieste; Serbia ami Rumania 
restored to independence; Greece made 
secure in her freedom; independence 
for the Jugo-Slavs and Czecho-Klov- 
aks and also for Poland; re.storntion 
of the provinces taken from Russia 
by tho villanlous Brest-Lltovsk troaty; 
Constantinople to be taken away from 
Turkey and placed in the hands of 
the allied nations as a free port, so aa 
to bar Germany's wny to tho. east and 
hold 
tho 
Dardanelles open for the 


Lenoflt of mankind: Palestine never 
to be returned to Turkish rule, ansl 
tho 
persecuted 
Christiana of Asia 


Minor, the Syrians and the Armenians 
o be made safe.

his enumeration Senator Lodge has 
ntered very detlnitely into the gen- 
j-al aspect of affairs that will be pre- 
sented when the representatives of 
ho billlgerc-nts gather 
around 
the 


oimcll table at the end of the war to 
ormulate the conditions of peace and 
o establish the lines of the new map 
£ the world. 


INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC 


The Influenza epidemic is certainly 


working great havoc In Boston, where 
it caused sixteen deaths in a period 
of six hours on Monday. Many other 
cities are also afflicted with this mal- 
ady, which seems to be more virulent 
than ordinary grippe. 
It has 
also 


struck Camp Dovens, and a great many 
of the soldiers are in hospitals as a 
result of the attack. It may be found 
in the end that this is the same dis- 
ease that has swept over Spain and 
some of the other countries of Europe. 
It appears that tho disease is suffi- 
ciently serious to call for the most 
skilled medical treatment without de- 
ly. Those who mistake it lor ordin- 
ry cold and try only the old-fashioned 
emedies are usually tho greatest suf- 
•rers. 


TO FREE POLAND 


The situation in Russia seems to be 


mproving as the people begin to real- 


thai the allies are engaged in a 


lovement for tho overthrow of the 
Solshevik regime. The Czecho-Slovak 
lovement aided by the allies is achiev- 
ng wonderful success and is being 
apidly augmented by the Siberian

'olish army of 100,000 men to aid in 
he overthrow of the Bolshevik! and 
he redemption of Russia. 
The ulti- 


tate aim of this army of course is 
le independence of Poland, which is 
t present under German dictatorship, 
he proposed freedom offered by Ger- 
,any being only the merest sham. 
There is an opportunity in this Rus- 
ian movement for the Poles of this 
ountry to strike a blow for the free- 
om of their native land. Few coun- 
tries have made a more heroic struggle 
or liberty than did Poland, but tin- 
ortunately, many of her sons who fin- 
oy the freedom of this nation, forgot 
hat the 'land of their nativity is still 
nslaved, although it has never in re- 
ent times been face to face with a 
etter 
opportunity of achieving its 


reedom. 
Tho men of Poland should be proud 
o assist In securing the independence 
f their country so that she may take 
er place among the nations of the 
arth, free and independent, after the 
ondage under three imperial govern- 


ments dating back to the partition of 
he kingdom in 1792. A free Poland 
•ould indeed be a most inspiring out- 
ome of the movement now gaining 
omentum in Russia with the primary 
bjoct of relieving the Russian empire 
f the curse of German control.

-The dread of so-culled shell shock, 
that has grown out of inconsiderate 
talk about it, is being taken out of it 
here in a special 
American hospital 


within sound of the biff guns. A charm- 
ing old chateau that srew out of a 16th 
century farm has heen fllled \vith 20th 
century comforts for officers; enlisted 
patients are quite as well housed in 
near-by wards, where they enjoy the 
same luxuries. 


A siKn post identifies the place as 


"Base Hospital No. 117." Mobilized at 
Alientown, Pa., and brought to France 
by its present commanding officer, Col. 
CMnrance R. Bell, it is the first and only 
American hospital dealing with shell 
shock. 


What appears to be gointr on hero 


mostly is farming, amateur mechanics 
and outdoor sports. There are between 
30 and 40 acres of land under cultiva- 
tion, piles of stone being- broken for 
road mending, heaps of old tin cans 
and old packing boxes, being made info 
all sorts of knick-knacks, and soldiers 
Playing baseball and crociuet, and offi- 
cers tramping around the roads and 
through the handsome forests. 


There is nothing visible that sug- 


gests the infirmary or the clinic. Aside 
from the skill of the medical staff and 
the experience, tact and patience of 
the nurses and attendants, tools, base- 
ball bats and croquet mallets appear 
to be the only curative agents around 
the place.

course. In the case of all such Instru- 
ments, the human element is 
nome- 


tlmos responsible for errors of calcu- 
huicn, and a .small error on a bomb- 
sight at 15.000 feet will send a 
bomb 


far out of its courso. In tho words of 
an American airman 
who has Jono 


nomo 
splendid 
raiding 
work 
In 
Franco: 


"It Is wonderful what you >ciin mlnn 


with a bomb." 


From this it must not bo thought 


that the majority of allied bombs do 
not reach their billets in Germany 
or 


in the German lines; for aerial pho- 
tographs taken after raids ha\re shown 
that they do. But emphasis is laid on 
the importance of the personal factor 
in bombing. In the excitement of work 
of this kind—often in the 
midst 
of 


heavy shell fire—a very cool head is 
required to manipulate an instrument 
as delicate as a bomb-sight. 
British 


airmen for example, receive 
a 
very 


thorough training in bombing before 
they are allowed to proceed 
overseas, 


and must obtain a certain number of 
hits before they can gra-duate. 


It is thought that quite a. lot of the 


wanton and useless destruction of pri- 
vate property in England by 
German 


raiders is due to sheer bad bombing. 
Undoubtedly the central 
powers 
arft 


behind the allies in regard to bomb- 
ing gear, for on a large German twin- 
engined 
bombing 
airplane 
recently 


captured was found a crude 
copy

an English bomb-sight which was in- 
troduced more than two years ago. 


Aerial bombs range in size from 10 


pounds up to fifty or sixty times that 
weight and are roughly o£ two kinds, 
incendiary and high-explosive. 
They 


are g-enernlly laid on their 
sides, in 


racks underneath the airplane; ' but 
sometimes they are 
carried 
In cells 


specially fitted, in - the 
fuselage 
(or 


body) of the machine. In- either cose 
they are fused and released by levers 
placed convenient to the pilot or ob- 
server, the 
bombs 
themselves 
being 


far out of reach. 


When a bomb Is released it does not 


fall directly downwards hut takes a 
forward path as It drops. In the direc- 
tion in which the machine is travel- 
ling. This Is due to the momentum Im- 
parted to it by tho speed of 
the air- 
craft. 


A factor of great 
importance 
in 


bombing is the time-length of the fuse. 
For example, if a 
railway 
junction 


was being attacked, a bomb which ex- 
ploded on contact would do far more • 
damage than, one with a delay 
fuae; 


for the former would have a wide! 
low radius of action—smashing- up tha 
railway lines- -while the latter would 
during the delay bury itself

Mr. Butler, "and knew nothing of it 
until two months aftc-r we had start 
to work on It." 


Replying to Questions asked by Sen- 


ator Kenyon of Iowa, Mr. Butler de- 
clared that, as far as he knew, the 
packers had absolutely no influence 
in the chamber of commerce. 
ilr. Butler insisted that the federa 


trade commission had 
exceeded 
the 


powers conferred on it by law by set- 
ting itself up as arbiter of business. 
ilr. Butlor said the chamber of com- 


merce's report was precipitated by the 
conduct of 1-Vancis J. Heney, special 
council for the commission, during the 
packers' investigation. 
The committee 


took the matter up, terming- Mr. He- 
ney's conduct "an outrage," but was 
informed that he was acting under the 
authority of the commission. 


'We had thought his conduct was 


personal thing with Mr. Heney," Mr. 
Butler said, ''but it transpires it was 
not." 
Packers Hold Meiub Grainy 


Allen "Walker, New York representa- 


tive of the chamber, identified a letter 
handed him by Senator Kenyon" as be- 
ing similar tof those sent out for-the 
purpose of soliciting funds from 100 of 
the largest business organizations 
the country with which to found the 
chamber of commerce of the United 
States.

expecting his death hourly.

his recovery. 


Shortly after 9 p. m. it was evident 


that the, end was near.

"The-, co mm it ten's report of Novem- 


ber. 1917. in which it says 'whatevr-r 


may be thought of the propriety, of 
this figure as a maximum price during 
April and May.' leads one",to believe 
that the committee' itself thought this 
price was high in April and May. 1917; 
and though tho report of November, 
1917. states that a't this price of 59.50 
per net ton many coal dealers made 
more'than 25 cents per net ton as made 
less'(the committee declaring that

cents per net ton v.-as a fair proft;"*. 
there is no information showing the 
volume of coal handled by those that 
made more than 25 cents up to $1.14 
per ner ton. which would be a true teat 
as 10 whether this price of $9.50 per 
net ton was fair."

cents, mnking a toiul increase in ex-

All were burned beyond recognition 


and it was only through trinkets and 
bits of scorched attire that identiflca 
tion was possible. 
Driven Into the 


cloakroom, which had but one window 
only one girl summoned up courage ti 
jump to tile street below. She died al 
most Immediately from her injuries. 


The fire siarted In cans of lacquer 


stored on the second floor, according 


Supt. Frederick Goerdes, who said 


that an explosion resulted when a de- 
fective insulated electric wire came in 
couiact with one of the cans. 


The flames spread rapidly to the 


roof, and nearly 100 men and girls at 
work on tho third floor found that not 
only was escape by means of Interior 
stairs cut oil but that their only other 
means of exit, a flre escape, was swept 
by the flames. 


It was the sight of this seemingly 


impassable barrier that 
threw 
the 


girls into a panic. Several girls jump- 
ed from windows, but most of them 
ran the gauntlet of flames and reached 
the street by tho fire escape.

also descended the tire escfipo and thoso 
who perished lost their lives only when 
they climbed back after 
descending 


part-way.

Ono girl was seen 
on the window sill and was evidently 
preparing to jump to the ground when 
suddenly she toppled over backward.

TO FREE POLAND 


The situation in Russ'a seems to ba 


improving as the people begin to real- 
ize that the allies are engaged in a 
movement for the overthrow of the 
Bolshevik regime. The Czecho-Slovak 
movement aided by the allies is achiev- 
ing wonderful success and is being 
rapidly augmented by the Siberian 
people. 
There 
is 
a 
movement 


on foot also for the formation of a 
Polish army of 100,000 men to aid in 
the overthrow of the Bolsheviki and 
the redemption o£ Russia. 
The ulti- 


mate aim of this army of course U 
ihe independence of Poland, which is 
at present under German dictatorship, 
the proposed freedom offered by Ger- 
many being only the merest sham.

dom of their native land. Few coun- 
tries have made a more heroic struggle

Russian empire even more tyrannical 
than thai o£ ihe late czar would be 
evolved from the present chaotic state 
of affairs. 


There are now more reasons than 


ever why there should be no compro- 
mise with the enemy and President 
"Wilson's prompt reply has emphasized 
that fact. 


President "Wilson in his speech at 


"Mt. Vernon on July 4, gave a resume 
of the conditions which would be ac- 
ceptable to the United States as a 
basis of peace. To summarize his main 
points on that occasion, they required 
first of all the destruction of every 
arbitrary power that can separately, 
secretly and of its own choice, disturb 
the peace of the world. If such power 
cannot bo presently destroyed it must 
at least be reduced to a condition of 
virtual impotence. The second condi- 
tion requires that the settlement of 
territorial, dynastic'or economic ques- 
tions shall be upon the basis of the 
free acceptance of that settlement by 
the people immediately concerned and 
not on the material interest or advan- 
tage of any other people seeking to 
assume dictatorial powers. His third 
condition was the consent of all na- 
tions to be governed in their conduct 
towards one another by the same prin- 
ciples of honor and respect that govern 
the individual citizens, and that no 
private plots or conspiracies shall be 
maintained to the injury o£ any other 
parties concerned. Finally, he would 
favor the establishment of an organ- 
ization for the maintenance of inter- 
national peace sustained by the com- 
bined power of free nations, to check 
every invasion of right and to which 
every international dispute should be 
submitted 
for 
adjustment. 
These 


points are the fundamentals of Presi- 
dent Wilson's ideals of what should 
constitute 
the real basis of, lasting 


peace. 


Senator Lodge has recently given out 


a statement of the terms of peace as 
he views them and they are in the 
main in accord with the views of Pres- 
ident Wilson though in some points 
specific. 
His first condition is that 


Germany must be reduced to a con- 
dition wherein by no possibility can 
she precipitate another war of con- 
<liirst with all its attendant horrors 
upon an unoffending world. He would 
have Belgium restored to complete in- 
dependence; the provinces of Alsace 
and Lorraine restored to France, and 
to Italy those areas outside her borders 
where the Italian race is predominant, 
Including Trieste; Serbia and Rumania 
restored to independence; Greece made 
secure in her freedom; independence 
for the Jugo-Slavs and Czecho-Slov- 
aks and also for Poland; restoration 
of the provinces taken from Russia 
by the vlllanious Brest-Lltovak treaty; 
Constantinople to be taken away from 
Turkey and placed -in the hands of 
the allied nations as a free port, so (13

troops In tho near future would liavo 
a must demoralizing ni'fcct upon tho 
GormaiiH and to a greater extent up- 
on Austria, Turkey and Bulgaria. 


INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC

it caused sixteen deaths in a period 
of six hours on Monday.

The annual report of the city soli-

eous expenditures connected with this 
work. 


"There was one fatal accident in 


1917, one serious accident causing the 
loss of sight in one eye, and other in- 
juries of a more or less minor char- j 
acter.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 18.—Local draft 


boards at the direction of Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder 
today 
began 


mailing out questionnaires to the ap- 
proximately G,-100,000 men between tha 
ages of 19 and 36 years of age, who 
registered under the selecetive service 
act last Thursday. Ten per cent of the 
questionnaires were placed in the mails 
today and 10 per cent will be mailed 
daily until the entire group has ba^n 
sent out. 


British and Canadian subjects within 


tho 19 to 36 age limits who have 30 
days In which to enlist in tho British 
and Canadian armies will not be sent 
questionnaires. 
Registrants will be 


given seven days to fill out and return 
the questionnaires. 


"It is, however, the earnest hope of 


the office that the registrants will not 
require as much time as this," General 
Crowder said, "and that every effect 
will be made to turn the questionnaires 
In, properly answered, as promptly as 
possible. Under the maximum time al- 
lowed local boards, mailing out tho 
forms, and registrants in filling them 
out and returning them, tho question- 
naires for the entire age group should 
be back in the hands of local boards 
within three weeks from tomorrow."

States naval academy and one cadet 
ror the United States military academy 
will soon be designated by Congress- 
man John Jacob Rogers to represent 
the 
fifth 
congressional 
district of 


Massachusetts. The midshipmen are to 
enter the academy at Annapolis, J[d.. in 
June. 1919 and the cadet Is to enter 
the military academy at West Point on 
June 14, 1919. Three alternates for tho 
midshipmen's positions will be named 
and two for the cadet. 


The young men whom the congress- 


man will designate, both 
principals 


and alternates, will be selected as the 
result of district wide competition. 


In his announcement Congressman 


Rogers tells of the conditions sur- 
rounding the examinations as follows: 


"This examination, which is entirely 


unofficial, I have requested the United 
States civil service commission to hold. 
The civil service commission will ac- 
cordingly, without 
my 
intervention, 


prepare the questions, hold the exam- 
ination, correct the papers and certify 
to me the ranks and relative standing 
of the competitors. This examination 
will be held at the city hall, Lowell, 
Massachusetts (Lowell being the only 
place in the fifth district where civil 
service 
examinations are held), 
on 


October 19, 1918, an early 
elate being 


selected to give the successiui youns 
men an opportunity for several montns' 
prepartion before taking the 
official 


examination for admission. 


"I have requested the civil service 


commission to give an examination of 
substantially the same degree of diffi- 
culty and in the same subjects as those 
which comprise the official examina- 
tions for admission. 


"The examination for naval academy 


candidates will consist 
of 
algebra, 


geometry, grammar, geography, United 
States history and arithmetic. The ex- 
amination for military academy can- 
didates is in the same subjects, except 
that general history Is substituted for 
arithmetic. 
One hour is allowed for 


each subject. 
A candidate who is o{ 


the proper ago limits may, by indicat- 
ing his desire and by taking all seven 
subjects instead of slT, be considered 
for designations both to the naval 
academy and the military academy. 
The examination will begin at D a. m. 


"The 
leaders In i-ink at the mental 


ejumlmiUon «f October 10, 101S, i shall 
cause to bo examined by an official med- 
ical examiner of tho United .states, on 
a date to bo set later, but subsequent to 
October 19, 1918. If ono or more fall, 
I shall designate In order of rank those 
who pass, causing those next In montnl 
rank to bo examined physically until 
T am ablo to designate the young men 
as principals and alternates who shall 
be tho highest In tho mental examin- 


ation and who are able to pass the 
physical test. 


"There will be no expense whatever 


involved in taking the above mental 
and physical examinations, other than 
the item of the applicant's travel. The 
examination I desire to be absolutely 
free to every young man residing in 
tho fifth district who will be within 
the proper age limits prescribed by the 
government as stated below. 


"The official inontal examination for 


admission to the naval academy will 
be held In Lowell, on February 19, 
1919 
and on April 16, 1319. Alternates 


are given the privilege of reporting 
I'or examination and both principal and 
any alternate may choose either of the 
two above dates for such examination. 
All of those who qualify at this mental 
examination will he notified by the 
superintendent of the naval academy 
.when to report in person at the acad- 
emy—generally about the first wreek 
in June—for physical examination; the 
two highest in rank (as above ex- 
plained) who qualify physically will bo 
appointed.

A charri- 
ng old chateau that grew out of a 16th 
century farm has been filled with 20th 
century comforts for officers; enlisted 
patients are quite as well housed in 
near-by wards, where they enjoy the 
same luxuries. 


A sign" post identifies the place as 


"Base Hospital No. 117." Mobilized at 
Allentown, Pa., and brought to France 
by its present commanding officer, Col. 
Clarance It. Bell, it is the first and only 
American hospital dealing with shell 
shock. 


What appears to be going- on here 


mostly is farming, amateur mechanics 
and outdoor sports. There are between 
30 and 40 acres of land under cultiva- 
tion, piles of stone being broken for 
road mending, heaps of old tin cans 
and old packing boxes, being made inio 
all sorts of knick-knacks, and soldiers 
playing baseball and croquet, and offi- 
cers tramping around the roads and 
through the handsome forests. 


There is nothing visible that sug- 


gests the Infirmary or the clinic. Aside 
from the skill of the medical staff and 
tho experience, tact and patience of 
the nurses and attendants, tools, base- 
ball bats and croquet mallets appear 
to be tho only curative agents around 
the place.

• Relative to the proposed 
fishways 


Lawrence and Lowell, the following 
an abstract from a letter recently re- 
ceived by Edward 
Fisher 
from the 


chairman of the commissioners on fish- 
eries and game: 


"We have a plan made of a fishway 


to be installed on the old site on the 
opposite, side of the river to where 
the present fishway is located in Law- 
rence. 
Our engineer is now working 


out a plan for the location of the fish- 
way in the middle of the stream. To- 
morrow he will go with this plan anrl 
our representative and Mr. Perkins of 
the Maine commission, to Old Town 
Me., where it is claimed there is £ 
fishway constructed in the middle of 


river over a dam at least as large 


as the one. at Lawrence, and involving 
as many engineering difficulties. 


'We are informed it Is rumored that 


our board does not intend to huild''the 
way this year. 
Such a failure would 


be due to one.of two causes—first, th.it 
we have been unable to satisfactorily 
dispose of the problem where to lo 
cate tliis way, or, that owing to labor 
conditions, it cannot be built. 
Our 


board is unanimous in its desire to 
builri this way. 
We expect it will be 


In working order before xvinter. 
B'.it 


we do not propose to go ahead until 
we feel that we have left no difficulty 
unconsidered which would defeat .ill 
our hopes in respect to a successful 
fishway. 


"As far as the fishway at Lowell is 


concerned, we believe that this can 
be very easily constructed and at a 
comparatively small cost. 
However, 


we feel it could not 
hf* advisable to 


aak the Locks and Canals Co. to takft 
action until we 
have 
demonstraiort 


that we can get 
the fish up over 


the Lawrence dam. This, once achieved, 
we will have no difficulties at Lowell 
and we nrn also assured of hearty co- 
operation from New Hampshire.

' LORRAINE. Sept. IS.—(By A. P.)— 


The devotion of a French girl to her 


- country was recorded last week at 


one of the American headquarters. She 
made her way through shell fire and 
over a region nUed with gas and traps 


. to bring to the allies information r«- 


garding the Germans. Her name can- 
no: be men tinned- 


With her mother and younger broth- 


er, the girl, who is not' yet 20. hnS 
lived at Pou'evre farm since the day 
it fell into the hands of the Germans 
four years ago. Four other brothers 
are in tho French army. 


Mother, 
daughter 
and 
boy were 


forced to remain within the German 
lines and witncss_tbe day by day con- 
version of their property into a Ger- 
man clubhouse. 
During those 
four 


years mother and daughter endeavored 
to placate rather than to aniagonise 
their captors. 


From German officers who frequent- 


ed the farm the girl learned informa- 
tion which she recognized to be of the 
utmost importance. When she heard 
the barrage Thursday morning she A*- 
termined to run the risk of crossing 
the nearly three miles separating her 
home from the allied lines. 


Telling her mother and the othf-rs 


that she had work to do in ihft gar- 
den, she left the house. 
She- slipped 


away toward the American line, al- 
though every road was swept by si- 
lted and German gunfire. 
After many 


difficulties and narrow escapes 
she 


reached the American lines and to!3 
her story. 


In return for tne information she 


brought she asked, that every effort bo 
made to rescue her mother and broth- 
er. The Germans 'attempted to main- 
tain their position at Soulevre farrn, 
but the Americans overcame them In 
desperate fighting. The mother and 
the brother were brought to American 
headquarters uninjured and there was 
a joyful reunion.

Wrecking crews of theSt. Louis & San 
Francisco railroad xvere working today

train and a freight train met in a 
head-on collision nc:\r Msrshneld. Mo., 
20 miles northeast of here. 


Tho exact number of dead was un- 


knoxvn but 11 bodies were in undertak- 
ing establishments at Marshfield and it 
was believed at least five and pf-r- 
haps a dozen were still in the wreck- 
age. 
Fifty of the more seriously in- 


jured men were in Springfield hospi- 
tals, having been brought hers in a 
relief train. 


Soon after the wreck, military guards 


were posted ?Jo:rg the track and no 
names of victims were announced. It 
was stated, however, that most of the 
soldiers in the forward roach, which 
.was wrecked, were from Colorado and 
Minnesota, with a few from Missouri. 
In the second coach were troops from 
Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska and \Vest Vir- 
ginia. 


Railroad officials decline to ascribe 


a cause for the.wreck which occurred 
near a sharp curve, but in a fairly open 
country. 


The freight train was not badly dam- 


aged, but the engine of the troop train 
was stripped and the baggage coach 
ground to pieces. The first coach from 
which most of the dead were taken, 
was partly telescoped l?y the tender of 
tho engine.

Thai's about 2.11 there is to be heard 


around camp these days. 
Reports of 


tho wildest kind are in continuous cir- 
culation. Every man who has a little 
ache or pain thinks he has Spanish in- 
fluenza, and from the tone in which 
some mention the name it might be 
thought that the disease was at least 
as dangerous as smallpox or leprosy. 


About the only persons who aren't 


making a fuss about the epidemic are 
headquarters officers and medical men. 
They are a little bit disgusted over 
the excitement that has been caused by 
the disease. 


Lieut. Col. C. C. McCornack, division 


surgeon, talked with the newspaper- 
men in camp at noon yesterday, and 
told them just how the epidemic stands. 
There is absolutely nothing to gpt jus- 
fled up over. 
When it is considered 


that out of the thousands and thou- 
sands of men in camp only 3500 are 
affected, and that of those only a small 
percentage are what by any stretch of 
tho imagination could ba termed ill. 
the showing is not so bad. 


Cure (100 Mm 


It became known today that since 


the epidemic made itself felt last week 
some COO men have been discharged 
from the hospital as cured. Every man 
who shows any signs of having any- 
thing the matter with him is immedi- 
ately snaked off the base hospital and, 
of course, is marked down as having 
Spanish influenza. 


Out of the 300 odd who have been 


sent to hospital with the disease there 
have been three deaths. The southern 
negroes in cnmp have proved excep- 
tionally 
susceptible to the epidemic 


and it is for the most'part men whose 
constitutions are in just the proper 
state to absorb the disease who have 
any kind of a serious time. 
As has 


been stated repeatedly every facility 
for combating- the epidemic is at the 
disposal of the medical officers of the 
12th division and the number of cases 
that prove serious is extremely small. 


The three men whose deaths were 


caused by the grippe are Privates 
Stone, Stenankiewicz and Hebenstreit.

delegates, appealing: to the labor par- 
ties of. the western powers to dispatch 
a commission to investigate the atti- 
tude of the masses in Russia toward 
the soviet government. 


The message added that the Russian 


workmen were powerless against their 
oppressors and that intervention by 
the western 
proletariat 
would sub- 


stantially facilitate the overcoming of 
the Russian crisis. The latest Bolshe- 
vik outrages, and the agreement of the 
Bolshevik leaders with 
the 
Germans 


aimed at the destruction of the so- 
cialists. 


A lively discussion arose

voting system. Mr. Gompers said that. 
although the American socialist party 
was not represented at the conference,
